“THE APPROPRIATIONS. 


THE SENATE REPUBLICANS PRO- 
Ppos& TO ADHERE TO BUSINESS. 


The senate Tariff Billi to be Submitted to Conference 
of Both Houses—The Nave! B.ii-Mr, Cal! and 
the Government of Spain—River Navi: 
gation—A Republican Caucus. 


Wasnineton, February 22.—A caucus of 
republican senators was held this morning 
for the purpose of determining the order of 
business inregard to matters of general legis- 
lation now pending. The caucus committee 
appointed some weeks since reported that 
they had considered the subject, and that in 
their opinion action should be taken at this 
session upon the shipping bill, the» Dakota 
division bill, the pension bills and the bank- 


ruptey bill. This report gave rise to a con- 
siderable discussion, several senators assert- 
ing that other measures are equally 
‘mi rant. and should not be overlook- 
ed. Among these Senator Blair 


strongly urged the importance of the educa. 
bill introduced by him. Pending fur- 
iscussion the hour of adjournment ar- 
rived, and it was agreed to hold another cau- 
eus tomorrow. The only understanding 
reached was that the anti-bigamy bill, which 
was taken up yesterday afternoon, when com- 
paratively lew Senators Were in attendance, 
- shoudd be laid aside to-day, in order to take 
up Tne naval appropriation bill, and that du- 
ring the remainder of the session precedence 
shall invariably be given to the_regular an- 
nual appropriation bills, the revenue bills 
and the pension bills, 

The republicans oi the house also went into 
acaucus. The caucus lasted three hours. A 
full discussion of the tariff question was had, 
and the only conclusion arrived at was that 
the tariff bill should be given to a conference 
committee as the only safe way of perfecting 
the bill which would satisfy the expectations 
of the country. 

THE FINAL ACTION OF THE HOUSE REPUBLICANS, 
Special to The Constitutien. 

Another caucus of the republican members 
was held to-night, and on a final vote agreed

A prominent member of the caucus, upon be- 
ing questioned to-night with regard to this 
sutiiect, said: “Of course, the resolution to 
non concur and send to a conference com- 
mittee, carries with itan understanding that 
the rules shall be so changed for the rest of the 
session as to admit of taking the bill from the 
speakers table ang’ making that disposition 
peli | understood, however, that the 
failure of the caucus to decide upon any new 
rule for the attainment of the desired object, 
leaves it still necessary to canvass the party 
in the house for the purpose of ascertaining 
how non-concurrence can be brought about, 
and the republicans at the same time be kept 
together.

Cali’s Resolutions—Impediments in the Cattle 
Trade te Ouba. 

WasHInGoon, February 22 —Immediately 
after the reading of the journal, the senate, 
on motion of Mr. Kellogg went into execu- 
tive session and confirmed the nomination of 
Algeron 8S. Badger, to be collector of cus 
toms for the district of Louisiana. Senator 
Oall submittea an amendment to be offered 
to the river and barbor bill, appropriating 
sums for the improvements on the Florida 
waters, aggregating $976,000, $500,000 of which 
is for the St. Johns river, and $100,000 each 
Pensacola harbor, 
and Key West. Mr. Call’s offered a resolution 
requesting the president to institute nego- 
tiations with the government of Spain for the 
restoration of money unlawfully taken from 
Captain James McKay and other shippers of 
cattleat Key West. It relates particularly to 
the alleged arbitrary and extortionate head- 
tax imposed by the Spanish consul at Key 
West on cattle shipped to Cuba, During tne 
past few years this tax has proven onerous to 
shippers. Mr. Call’s bill authorizes the presi- 
dent to adopt retaliatury measures 
as g remedy for this extortion in future. Mr. 
Morrill presented the remonstrance of certain 
American autbors against the reduction of 
the tariff on books below 25 per cent, one of 
them, E C. Stedman, saying that ‘in the ab- 
sence of an international copyright law, I am 
compelled to sign this.’’’ Mr. Garland cal'ed 
up a resulution offered by him yesterday for 
the appointment of a special committee to 
examine and reporton the methods of im 
roving navigation of the Mississippi river, 
ete Cairo, and it was adopted. [The naval

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THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


The House Committce ( riticises the Recent Utternuces 
of Secretary Lincola. 


submitted to the house of representatives a 
voluminous report to accompagy the new 
river and harbor bill, which they’ recommend 
for passage. The comniittee advert to the 
last bill of this character, and sey: ‘The 
president, exercising his constitutional pre- 
rogative, returned the bill to this house with- 
out his approval, and congress, exercising its 
constitutuonal right by two-thirds majority in 
each house, passed the bill, notwithstanding 
the objections of the president, and it became 
a law. Thereupon the newspapers 
at great railread centres raised a 
hue and cry against the act and 
against those by whose votes it had 
passed, Bolstering the attack with every 
possible furm of misrepresentation and per- 
sonal abuse in the endeavor to blind the peo- 
ple to their own best interest. At the reas- 
semnbling of congress tne president in his an- 
nual message took occasion to again avert to 
the appropriations for the rivers and harbors, 
and evidently misied by the deceptive official 
balance sheet, expressed the hope that ‘‘no 


Similar measure will be deemed necessary 
during the present congress.”’ Asif in har 


mopy with this intumation the secretary dis- 
regarded in part several provisions of the 
laws. He failed to furnish the secretary of 
the treasury the chief engineer’s estimates of 
the appropriations required for the service of 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1884, as re 
quired, to be transmitted to congress with the 
book of estimates by provision of law. This 
leit your committee in the dark. Hence 
they reporied the resolution which was 
adopted by the house, calling upon the secre- 
tary of war for reports and estimates of the 
engineer department aforesaid and certain 
other information touching appropriations 
andexpenditures for rivers and harbors, to 
whicu the secretary of war returned answer 
January 4, 1883. Upon receiving the reports 
and estimates of the engineer, your commit- 
tee proceeded to examine the same and 
found that a number of important river and 
harbor works would not have a dollar left at 
the expiration of the present fiscal year, en- 
ding June 30, 1883; that a failure on the part 
of congress to make appropnations for the 
coming fiscal year, ending June 30, 1884, 
would evidently result in great loss to the 
government in the matter of ‘plant, and fill- 
ing up channels and otherwise,’’ and that 
such failure would be equivalent to throwing 
away the vast sums already expended in the 
interest of commerce and rendering worthless 
many uncompleted improvements as well as 
subjecting many completed works to great 
damage. Notwithstanding, therefore, the 
adverse views of the president, your commit- 
tee are impelled to present to the house a 
river and harbor bill, as to act otherwise 
would be a palpable and serious neglect of 
their duty to the house and to the nation. 
Your committee have endeavored solicitious- 
ly to frame such a bill only as is justified in 
ali respec's by the absolute interests of gen- 
eral commerce, the care and security of exist- 
ing navigation and the rigid requiremeniés of 
public opinion. 


VETO POWER. 

The report goes on to criticise the action of 
the president and secretary of war in the fol- 
lowing language: ‘As to the exercise of the 
veto power on the last river and harbor bill, 
while it is undeniable that under the consti- 
tution the president bas the right to veto any 
bill passed by congress, yet it is equally un- 
deniable that he should never lightly or un- 
necessarily exercise that right. As to the

said the government’s first care would be to 
| satisfy the wish of the chamber by applying 
| the law of 1834, under which princes would 
| be deprived of their military posts. The 
| government thought nothing more was neces- 
| sary for the present, The republic is not en- 
| dangered, and in the event of a conspiracy it 
| would have ample power to protect itself by 
| the rights inherent in all governments, without 
infringing upon the essential liberties of the 
people. The government demanded that 
measures be taken against the utterance 


of seditious cries, and against’ the 
authors of seditious placards. Irritating 
questions and fruitless discussions, he said 
must be set aside, leaving tothe government 
the initiative, which belongs to it as a right. 
Reforms were required in the magistracy. A 
military bill and an habitual criminals bill 
were to be introduced. The budget for 1884 
would shortly be presented. M. Ferry said 
the government proposes to facilitate the ex- 
ecution of the public works, and to intro- 
duce a measure looking to the organization 
of a protectorate in Tunis, and 
the reduction of the expensesof the occupation 
of that country. The foreign policy of the 
government, M. Ferry said, will be peaceful, 
but necessarily one of inaction. henever 
our interests and honor are engaged we must 
maintain France in the rank to which she is 
entitled. Itis essential to give Europe the 
spectacle of*a government sure of its future 
and better armed against the factions of an 
administration, strong and respected, and of 
a parliamentary republic resting upon the 
French virtues of good sense, labor and love 
of progress. 

M. Jolibois, Bonapartist, gave notice that 
he would submit an interpellation regarding 
M. Ferry’s statement. M. Prax, of Paris, 
Bonapartist, commented on the silence of the 
government with regard to the revision of the 
constitution, and gave notice of a motion 
therefor. The report of the committee con- 
cerning the Barodet-Andrieux proposal for a 
revision was presented to the house. A mo- 
tion to postpone the debate on the ministry's 
programme was lost, the vote being 320 to 170, 
and the discussion thereon was fixed for Bat- 


urday.

bold, then the veto was quite unnecessary. 
The leuter from the secretary of war gives a 
list of thirty-one such appropriations in the 
act of 1882, which the secretary says have 
been temporarily withheld by him by sug- 
gestion of the president. The assertion of the 
power to temporarily withhold carries with it 
the implication of power to permanently 
withhold, but whether ic is the duty of the 
executive simply to execute the law except 
in cases where it is absolutely impract:cable 
or palpably unconstitutional, and in that 
event to report to congress, is a matter upon 
which this committee is not dutiably bound 
at this time to express an opinion. 
THE ITEMS DEFENDED 
The committee go intoa very lengthy argu- 
ment in defense of various items appropriated 
by the bill, and say in conclusion: ‘‘fhe com- 
mittee on commerce bas carefully considered 
the objection made by the secretary of war 
and sent by him to the house as his answer 
té the house resolutions of inquiry, and com- 
pare the statements as given by the secretary 
under each head with the official statements 
of the engineer corps communicated to con- 
yress at the beginning of the second session 
of the forty-seventh congress, (which were 
printed and in the hands of _ the 
secretary of war and of this committee be- 
fore said resolutions were adopted by the 
house of representatives, and find that very 
many ofthe objections made ure at variance 
with the statementof the engineers them- 
selves, and conclusively show that ‘‘the new 
and very extended examination”’ which the 
secretary of war was compeiled to make be- 
cause Of his wish to give a satisfactory answer 
to inquiries of the house, **has not resulted in 
sucb an answer as can be at all satisfactory to 
the house, but is of a character to confuse and 
mislead both the house and the country.”

The majority report of the house special 
committee on the improvement of the Miss- 
issippi river was completed and read in com- 
mittee this morning. It excited so much dis- 
cussion that it probably will not Le presented 
to the bouse until to-morrow. There will be 
a minority report on general improvement, 
signed by Mr. Thomas of Illinois and Mr. 
Ellis of Louisiana, and a minority report on 
the outlet system signed by Mr. Butterworth, 
Mr. Holman and Mr. Hazelton.

Par- 
nell, he said, had reaped advantages from agi- 
tation. Hedid not plan outrages, but con- 
nived at their commission. 

Mr. O'Kelly shouted, ‘It’s a lie,” several 
times. He was named for suspension and his 
suspension was ordered by a vote of 305 to 20. 
Mr, Forster re-umed and reiterated his 
charges against Parnell quoting, from that 
gentleman's speeches, in which hej had said 
that murder was unnecessary. He said the 
wretches who committed the Phoenix park 
assassinations had not acted upon the letter, 
but according to the spirit of these 
speeches. Until Parnell expressed regret 
and repentance he could not communicate 
with him. The feeling is now rising even in 
Ireland against agitation. Parnell and his 
friends have been unveiled and unmasked. 
[here were loud cries for Parnell] but he did 
not move. Mr. O'Donnell, on attempting to 
interpose during the speech, was ruled out of 
order. 

The marquis of Hartington expressed sur- 
prise at Mr. Parnell’s silence, which he said 
was an admission that a prima facie case 
had been established against Irish leaders. 
The government, he declared, bad no inten- 
tion of introducing any m eas- 
ures for an extensive change 
of poliey with regard to Ireland that would 
be likely to arouse strong party feeling. and 
absorb a large portion of the time of the 
house, Despite the reported’ § challenges 
of the government, he said the opposition 
had formulated no direct specific charge 
againstthem. He asked the house whether, 
seeing that there was a general agreement 
with regard to the pqlicy of the government, 
it would choose Mr. Gorst’s amendment, 
which, if carried, would have the effect of 
removing the ministry from office. 

Sir Stafford Northcote, liberal conservative, 
said the Opposition would meet the govern- 
ment’s challenge. He would state in what 
manner to-morrow. Mr. Parnell moved to 
adjourn the debate, which was agreed to. 

M&. GLADSTONE GUARDED. 

Lonpon, February 22—A dispatch from 
Cannes says: ‘The force of police guarding 
Mr. Gladstone has been doubled. A strict 
watch has been ordered to be kept over the 
premises occupied by him at night.’’ Mr. 
Gladstone was present at the closing festivi- 
ties of the carnival in Nice. The London 
Times’ correspondent says: ‘The premier, 
who was accompanied by Mrs. and Miss 
Gladstone, a niece of Lord Wolverton, and 
his secretary, was received at the rail- 
way station on his arrival from Cannes by 
the prefect of the Alpes Maritimes, M. La- 
grange de Langre, with whom he drove direct 
to the prefecture, appearing on the crowded 
platform erected opposite the square soon af- 
ter the commencement of the Corso Carnava- 
lesque. Mr, Gladstone, who iooked remarka- 
bly well, was led to the second row of the 
balcony, immediately behind the members of 
the committee, and from the first appeared 
greatly interested and amused by the ani:mat- 
ed pageant that fortwo hours defiled before 
him. But as he wore a tall hat—the only one 
visible in the town to-day—his prominent 
position made him a target for all tLe con-

GERMANY AND THE VATICAN.

Bemtry, February 22.—The landtag to-day 
discussed the estimates of the ministry of 
ae Herr Windthorst, leader of the 
clerical party, sajd that the government was 
blameable for the conflicts with the vatican, 
as it has not been in earnest in 
the negotiations. The government is not 
desirous: of peace with the vatican 
though the emperor is in favor of it. Herr 
Schoriemer ailimed that the state would be 
forced {make peace with the Roman Curia 
in order to terminate the expatriation of 
Cathotie communities which promoted de- 
moralization, and prepared the way for the 
triumph of the socialists. Herr 
Von  Gossler, minister of public 
instrurticn, said that he would place 
no difficulty in the way of religious schools, 
but only desired to prevent the exercise of 
certain speciai influence over the schools. He 
refused to answer Herr Windthorst’s ques- 
tion as to whether the negotiations with the 
Curia had been broken off. The  govern- 
ment, he stated, had almost entirely remoy 
ed the sequestration of incomes of the clergy, 
and pardoned Bishop Melchers. This state- 
ment,caused general surprise. The debate 
was adjourned. : 
A despatch to the Germania from Rome 
says Cardinal Jacobini’s last note points out 
that there is only one alternative, either 
Prussia must consent to a thorough revision 
of the May laws or she will deprive the 
Catholic church in Germany of the very con- 
ditions of existence. 

MADAGASCAR AND FRANCE, 
MaRSEtnixs, February 22.—By the latest 
mail from Madagascar it is learned that the 
French fi-g is flying on the northwest coast. 
Owing to the fact that the natives are very 
much irritated, the prime minister has begged 
the foreign residents of Tamataye not to ven- 
turg into the interior.

THE CZAR’S BALL, 
Lonpon, February 22.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Berlin says that the Emperor 
William wishes the Crown Prince Frederick 
William to attend the coronation of the czar. 
At the imperial costume ball given at the 
palace of the Grand Duke Vladimir, on the 
Neva Quay, in St. Petersburg, ali the members 
of the Buperial family, with the exception of 
the enm»peror, who wore the uniform of the 


artillery of the Don, were dressed in 
old Russian costumes of the sixteenth 
century. The empress appeared as a Tsaritsa 


of that time, the duke and duchess of Edin- 
burgh were dressed like most of the other 
elder members of the imperial family, in old 
Boyarin costume, and the Grand Duke 
Michael, uncle to the emperor, in thut of 
betman of all the Cossacks.

A Relative ot General MecAdaris Denies that Ue is the 
Mead of the Irish Igvincibles. 


Sr. Lovis, February 22.—Michael A Doyle, 
brother of the wife of General McAdaris, who 
is suspected of being of the Irish Invincibles 
and concerned in the Phwaix park murders, 
in an interview denied generally and specifi- 
cally that the general could have been con- 
nected with the events mentioned He said 
that to his knowledge McAdaris had not been 
eonnected with any Irish since the Fenian 
movement, and the Franco-German war, in 


1865. He is in constant correspondence with 
the general andif the latter had been 
engaged in any revolutionary or 


other political schemes he would have known 
it. He says that McAdaris is an invalid, 
almost constantly traveling with his wife and 
servants, and there is no secrecy whatever in 
his movements, and 1f the English authorities 
wish to find him they can obtain his address 
from the Bank of England. Doyle says he 
met McAdaris in Dublin, last Augnst, where

He was at 
Grosse, a mountain resort in France, forty 
or fifty miles from Nice, when the Pbcenix 
park assassination occurred, and had pre- 
viously been at another resort. He had 
not been in ireland from late in 1879 tll 
August, 1882. Doyle scouts the idea that his 
friend could, under any circumstances, be 
connected with such crimes as the Phenix 
park murder or with any crime for that mat- 
ter, and he thoroughly believed McAdaris to 
be too good and true a man and altogether too 
noble minded to be in any way concerned in 
such an affair. Doyle has many letters from 
McAdaris and can give his whereabouts for 
several years past, and is quite confident the 
authorities are on the wreng track. 


CHANDLER ANDGORRINGE, 


Bad Bleed Between the Secretary and a Naval Com- 
mander.

| BRAINED AT NIGHT. 


THE GAINESVILLE TRAGEDY FUL- 
LY UNCOVERED. 


Arrest of the Shaner Murderers—One of the Culprit 
Confesses How the Crime wes Perp>tra‘ted—Led 
On by a Handful of Gold, and the Victim 
Toiled by 8&8 Woman's Wiles. 


Special to The Constitution. 

GAINESVILLE, February 22.—The Shaner 
murderers have been discovered, and two out 
of the three who perpetrated the diabolical 
deed are in Hall county jail as I pen this dis 
patch, and the third is momentarily expected. 
Last night William Miller, who lives a few 
miles from Gainesville, was arrested by 
Detective Hildebrand and Mr. James Black- 
stock. In a very few moments afterward he 
said that he would tell the whole circum- 
stances, and in the presence of three men, 
without being interrogated or in any way 
encouraged, proceeded to give the following 
details: 

THE HANDFUL OF GOLD, 

On the afternoon of the fatal 29th of Janu- 
ery, Jacob Shaner, Frank Bowlesand William 
Miller went in James A. Findley’s barroom 
and took a drink. The barkeeper, Mr. Pra- 
tor, asked whose drinks they were, when 
Shaner said they were his and pulled out a 
handful of gold and spread it out on the 
counter. Bowles said they were his and paid 
forthem. They then went out, Shaner say- 
ing he must go home to supper. After he 
had gone Bowles said to Miller thatif he 
would go with him, they would get 
that money that night. Miller said he did 
not like to go into anything of that kind, but 
after some conversation he agreed to meet 
Bowles at the corner by Dr. Harris’s residence 
after dark. He kept the appointment and 
found Bowles waiting for him. They then 
went on down Spring street toward the Bap- 
tist seminary. On the way they met a woman, 
Mrs. Sarah A. Mathews. They stopped and 
held a whispered consultation with her, and 
she separated from them going in the direc- 
tion of the seminary. They went further up 
the street and waited. She soon returned 
and told them ‘‘it was all right.’”” They then 
decided upon the plan of operations. She 
was to go directly to the seminary cottage, 
meet Shaner and engage him in conversation 
atthe corner of the porch. Miller was to 
enter from the front of the campus, and get 
as near as possible. Bowles was to go around 
to the back of the campus. come up in the 
rear of the house, come suddenly around the 
corner, knock bim down, and Miller was then 
to run in and help complete the deed. 

THE VICTIM KILLED. 

The plan was carried out to the letter, and 
Miller was standing in ten feet of Shaner 
when the fatal blow was stricken. Just at 


that moment a man was seen coming 
toward them, and they ali 
ran for their lives, leaving poor Shaner 


weltering in his blood. Miller ran directly 
to Spring street and in jumping the fence 
lost his hat. It had been agreed before- 
hand that they should meet at a _ black- 
smith shop at the foot of Athens and 
Green streets, to divide the spoil. Mrs. 
Matbews was to have fifty dollars, and 
Bowles and Miller were to divide the re- 
mainder. Miller went to the rendezvous 
and waited until about nine o'clock, when 
Bowles*came and told him that they did 
not get the money, and to go home and 
say nothing aSout it. Miller then went on 
down tot edepot, and having no place to 
sleep, sat up all night. Next morning 
he came up town and went to Jesse Davie's 
bar and got adrink. He borrowed a straw 
hat from a boy who lived near by, and went 
on up with the crowd that viewed Shaner’s 
remains. Such isin brief the horrible story 
which Miller tells. He went last night with 
the officers to the scene of the tragedy. and 
explained to them the position of all the par- 
ties. 

INCIDENTS OF THE TRAGEDY. 
Mrs. Mathews was,of course, immediately 
arrested and lodged in jail. She has been ar 
rested once before, and released, as no proof 
could be found against her. Miller says 
the fatal blow was given with a hand- 
ax, or hatchet. A hatchet was 
found in a shuck pen on Mrs. Mathews’s 
premises a day or two after the tragedy, ana 
upon it * were stains which were believed to 
be blood. This is doubtless the weapon with 
which the deed was done. Miller’s story is 
corroborated by Mr. Prator, the barkeeper at 
Findley’s, who says the three men came in 
there, drank, and the occurrence took place 
about payment for the drinks, as he states it. 
Miller’s hat was found the next morning at 
the place where there were marks of some 
one having climbed the fence. He identifies it 
as his hat. The boy from whom Miller 
suys he borrowed the hat, also corroborates 
his story. The man who frightened the mur- 
derers is supposed to be a Mr. Smith, who 
has himself been once arrested on suspicion. 
He has acknowledged to passing through the 
lot that night, acknowledged that he ran and 
lost a piece of meat which he had, but strenu- 
ously denied knowing anvthing of the mur- 
der. Itis believed now that he saw it, but 
that his lips have been sealed through fear. 
He will in all probability be called upon 
again now, and may tell what he 
knaevs. He is the man who dis- 
covered the bojy and raised the alarm 
at sunrise next morning, Mrs. Matthews 
when placed in jail last night, said to some 
of Sheriff Gaines’s children that she was ar- 
rested for nothing, but I expect they will 
send me to the penitentiary fur iife. A party 
went after Bowles, who lives in Jackson 
county, last night, but have not returned up 
to the time this dispatch is’ sent. Detective 
Hildebrand says he may have left, but that 
he will bave him if he stays on top of ground. 
Bowles bas been suspicioned and questioned 
heretofore. He denied being in Gainesville 
that night, but it can be proven by a number 
of respectable ci:izens that be was.g 

THE THIRD PARTY ARRESTED. 
GAINEsV'LLE, February 22—Franklin M. 
3owles wes arrested last nigut and reached 
the city to day at ten u’clock by the Gaines- 
ville, Jefferson and Suuthernm train, in charge 
of the officers. A preliminary trial was com- 
menced at teno’cluck before Jasper N. Dorsey, 
judge of the city court, and A. J. Davis, jus 
tice of the peace. The state is yg oro by 
Dunlap & Thompson and W. F Findiey, and 
the detense by Ciaud Estes. Wiliiam Miller 
was puton the stand and reiterated his state- 
ment as wired in the first dispatch. It varies 
in no essential particular. T. H. P. Wright 
testified to Shaner’s being found dead and his 
condition. The court then adjourned until 
one o'clock to-murrow. The examination 
and cross-examination of Miller was ex- 
tremely lengthy, and the committing trial 
will probably consume two or three more 
days, as there is a cloud of witnesses on both 
sides. Bowlesalone is now on trial, the state 
baving severed, and” he claims that he can 
prove analibli.

Mr. S. A. Reid, of Put- 
nam, sustained Mr. Northen in a practical 
speech. “Carmichael, of Coweta,’ the most

hought an Acme harrow and loaned it to his 
neighbors, which resulted in the purchase of 
ten or tweive in his neighborhood.

It was cultivated forty 
years ago, and abandoned on account of the 
weevils.

BROWN ON EXPERIMENTS. 

Professor W. LeKoy Brown, president of 
the Siate Agricuitural college of Alabama, 
spoke next, on ‘Experimental Stations.”’ 
Georgia, the home of his adoption, was re- 
cognized as a leader in intelligent develop- 
ment and substantial progress. Agriculture 
was an art—the sciences applied. In agri- 
culture a knowledge of chemistry in rela- 
tion tothe life and growth of plants; phys 
ics; mechanics, botany, meterology, etc., was 
necessary. The elements of science could 
be taught in agricultural colleges but 
they could _ not teach = agriculture 
asanart. Science is positive, definite know] 
edge. Science has established for agriculture 
an important law that phosphoric acid, 


nitrogen and potash was essential to plant. 


growth. It was the free gift of science to 
humanity; scientific agriculture was yet in its 
infancy. We must first teach the principles 
of sectence before teaching their application. 
Tne establishing of agricultural experimental 
stations was a necessity. They deal wtih the 
principles that underlie the production of 
crops, the life of plants,etc. Wecannot rely 
upon experiments madein Europeor in other 
states. We must make them in our own. 
The most successful farmers and the best ap- 
riculturists resided in Georgia. Other states 
had copied our railroad commissioners and 
agricultural department. Let us be the first 
to establish experimental stations, where not 
what is known wil! be dissemiuated, but what 
is not known will be discovered. 

Hon. J. M Mobley paid a glowing tribute 
to Professor Broun and moved that thanks be 
returned for his adadre ss and Copy requested 
for publication, which prevailed .by a unan- 
‘Imous rising vote. 

THE OLD CONTEST RENEWED. 

Hon. F.C. Furman cffereda resolution that 
it was the earnest wish of the representatives 
of the farmers of Georgia that the lezislature 
give a favorable hearing to the petition sent 
up to that body by the convention at Marietta 
for the establishment of one or more experi- 
mental stations in the state.

THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION, 

The president was about six weeks in se- 
lecting three commissioners to carry out the 
civil service reform bill. Some thought he 
was trying to find men who would satisfy both 
the machine politicians and the civil service 
reformers. If he had any such plan in his 
mind he abandoned it, as well he rnight; for 
it Was an attempt to do an impossible thing. 
The men he has nominated will pot please 
the machine politicians; for all three of them 
will undvubtedly endeavor to carry into 
effect the spirit of the bill, namely, to divorce 
the civil service and’ practical politics. Mr. 
Dorman B. Eaton is well known. He wrote, 
it is freely stated, the bill that congress 
adopted. He is a retired and wealthy lawyer 
given to reforms, and the particular reform 
which interests him just now relates to the 
civil service. He hates machine politicians, 
and he can be trusted beyond a doubt to use 
all power given him to make it very 
warm for them, The other republican of 
the commission is John M. Gregory, a native 
of New York, but fur many years a leading 
educator in Michigan and Illinois. He isa 
man of cultivation. For five years he edited 
the Michigan Journal of Education; he was 
six years superintendent of pubiic instruc- 
tion in Michigan; for three years he was pres- 
ident of the Kalamazoo college, and for the 
last thirteen years anda half he has been 
president of the [llimois state industrial uni- 
versity, which is one of the strongest and best 
institutions of its kind in the country. He has 
published many books, and has filled several] 
public positions, but never one cennected 
with politics. A man with such a record can 
not well be used by the machine. And yet 
he is an earnest republican. Sosfor that mat- 
teris Mr. Eaton. The democratic member of 
the commission is a man of local reputation. 
His name is Leroy D. Thoman. He is-abou 
forty years of age, and a very handsome, 
portly bachelor. He formerly edited the 


Youngstown Vindicator, one of the best 
county journals in Ohio. He is now prac 
ticing law. Although living in a 
republican district hg was twice 


elected probate judge, and in 1880 he ran 
against Mr. McKinley for congress, and was 
defeated. He has been mentioned for the 
democratic gubernatorial nomination. He is 
popular, eloquent, and respected wherever he 
isknown. He is undoubtedly more of a poli- 
tician than either of his associates, but in 
Ohio bis nomination is regarded as one credit- 
able to Mr. Arthur. Altogether the make-up 
of the commission will commend itself to the 
country. 


OUR MILITARY RESOURCES. 

According te the army register just issued, 
the regular army consists of 25,000 enlisted 
men and 2,176 officers, 415 0f whom are on 
the retired list. According to the latest tables 
the organized militia includes 8,822 officers 
and 114,524 enlisted men. These figures are 
not, however, exact, some of the information 
reaching back to 1877. The organized militia 
is in fact going to pieces in nearly 
all the states except Massachutetts 
and New York, and in these two states 
its strength is maintained with difficulty. 
New York had in 1881, a militia force number 
ing 19 536; Pennsylvania had at that time 8,- 
034, and Massachusetts, 4,166. Arkansas is

Strength of the organized militia is in fact a

unorganized militis—a grand army that is 
6,471,787 strong. The theory of West Point 
is that the unorganized militia*will in case of 
trouble supply the rank and file of a fighting 
force, while from her own graduates will be 
drawn an ample supply of leaders and in- 
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siructors and organizers, ( This is a yery com- 
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fortable theory for the West Pointers, and 
doubtless it is well founded unless the war 
should be one that severely taxed all the 
resources of the country. In that 
event it would doubtless be found that 
civilians could serve as officers as well as en- 
listed men. The officers of the regular army 
are now nearly evenly divided between West 
Point and the masses as a result of the late 
war. The active list of officers of the army 
now includes 959 graduates of West Point and 
1,050 who were taken from the volunteér 
force or from civil life. One hundred and 
sixty-seven of the officers now in the service 
were promoted from the ranks. If the road 
to promotion from the ranks was cleared of 
obstacles perhaps both the rank and file and 
the entire service would be benefited, The 
West Point school would still have an ample 
field to fill. 


A QUEER QUESTION, 

Under the beading, “Is it Right to Send 
Our Paper toa Negro?” the Eatonton Chron- 
icle has an article which may be called queer, 
to say the least. It seems that some thought- 
less person in Putnam county has been fool- 
ish enough to say that “the Chronicle is 
inclined to radicalism because the editor 
sends it to negroes.’’ The Chromele credits 
this expression to ‘‘a few of the white citi- 
zens,”’ but it is difficult to believe that even 
‘a few’’ white citizens would make such a 
remark. But whether the remark was made 
by one or a few, ic is not wortb the attention 
which Editor Reese is disposed to give it. 

There isno room in Putnam county for 
such a spirit of intolerance as the remark 
would indicate, and no such spirit exists 
there. Wedoubt if there is a paper in the 
state that does not number among its sub- 
scribers one or more negroes, and the fact 
that they do subscribe to Georgia newspapers 
is not only greatly to their credit, but an in- 
dication of their advancement that receives 
the heartiest approbation of every thought- 
ful citizen.

The Firet Alerm and the Jam at the Door—The Pciice 
to the Reecue—Laying Out the Dead Bodice-—- 
Affecting Incidents During the Recogni- 
tion of the Ohiidren’s Remains. 


Sracial to The Constitution. 

New York, February —In the funeral 
eervices over the bodies of fourteen of the fif- 
teen of the terrible accident took 
place this morning in the church of the Most 
Holy Redeemer, where a eolemn requiem 
mass was celebrated by Rev. Father Hespe- 
lein, assisted by other priests of the order of 
Redemptionists. The coffins were taken to 
chureb in fourteen white bearses, and car- 
ried through two lines of the Independent 
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victims 
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Rifle company attached to the 
ehureh to the altar rail, in 
front, of which they were laid. 
Twelve little girls dressed in white and 


wearing black crepe scarfs stood at the head 
of the coffins. Six girls similarly dressed 
were ranged along thealtar rail. The services 
were most impressive and atouching funeral 
sermon Was pre ached by Rev. Father Schaefer. 
The church contained nearly five thousand 
people, and a large police force was necessary 
to prevent more from entering, and to pre- 
serve order on the street without. 
THR CROWD OUTSIDE, 

On either side of the church there extended 
an immense crowd of eople filling the side- 
walks and roadway, while every window and 
roof top of the populous tenements of the 
neighborhood were also thronged. Similar 
throngs of people filled all the streets through 
which the funeral procession passed on its 
way to the ferry, which it crossed on its way 
to Calvary cemetery where the bodies were 
buried. 

THE SCENE ( F THE TRAGEDY. 

‘the intense sensation enacted by the 
tragedy, in a city so used to startling develop- 
merts, has not yet abated [t seems that as 
soon as the hundreds of children in the vari- 
ous school rooms found that there was a fire 
in the building they made a general rush to 
getout. Accounts diller on this point, some 
claiming that the children ran helter-skelter 
from their class rooms, while others, inclu- 
ling two of the teachers, assert that the pu- 
pils were all kept underiscipline and march- 
ed out of the rooms in good order toward the 
stairway in the western end of the building— 
the end furthest from the fire. It is stated 
that it was the desiyn of the teachers to march 


them, two by two, out of the  builoing, 
but that in going down stairs some of 
the meryous ones in front tripped and 


feli, and those behind, scared by the confu- 
sion, pushed eagerly forward, packing the 
narrow stairway so densely that the inclosed 
railing of thin pine boards gave way. precipi- 
taiing the little creatures headlong into the 
contracted passage below. This last state 
ment has an appearance of probability from 
the fact that.one of. the younger teachers 
was at the head of the il!-fated column, and 
was herself pushed to the bottom 6f the stairs 
and nearly killed. All accounts, however, agree 
that in less than ten minutes from the first 
appearance of the smoke in the building, 
there was a fearful blockade of shrieking and 
groai ing buman beings in the small passage- 
way leuding to the west staircase on the 
second floor and in the staircase itself. Many 
of the frightened children left their hats, 
hoods, bonnets and cloaks behind them in 
their eagerness to get out, and those on the 
upper flours poured down in a dense, rapid 
stream until the second tloor was reached. 
Some of the teachers attempted to detain 
them on the upper tloors, and bells were rung 
to call those back who had left some ot the 
upper school-rooms, but so thoroughly panic- 
stricken had the majority become that efforts 
to control them were futile. 
INCIDENTS OF TH#& DISASTER. 

A group ol DOYS and girls who stood in 
Third street, near Avenue A, last evening, 
were surrounded while they told the story of 
how they fell down the side of the staircase 
and crawled and struggled together to be free. 
They were between the ages ot 7 and 10 years. 
A curious circumstance happened to two of 
the boys, the children of Charies Maier, of 
No. 42 Avenue A. The elder of the two, 
Joseph, aged about 7, rushed out with his as- 
sociates of the sixth class, whose room was on 
third floor, and he fell to the ground. 
His brother Charles, who is only 6, was wiser, 
and went slowly and deliberately down 
and made his way safely into the street 
Both children were sent to bed soon 
after nightfall and before 9 o’clock 
were sleeping soundly, wrapped in each 
other's arms, while their parents were most 
earnest in showing their thankfulness. Sym- 
palby was especially manifested by the neigh- 
ors With Mrs. Becker, of No. 52 Avenue A, 
whose daughter Lena, a lovely child, was 
killed outright, and whose son had his arm 
broken. She is a widow, her husband having 
died withina month, and the quick succession 
of bereavements has affected her most pain- 
ully. Another sad case was that of Mr 
Fisher, who was only recently bereaved of a 
enild. By the present calamity he loses an- 
ther child. A third child died about the 
time of the disaster from natural causes. 
His wife, who is about to become a mother 
was almost beside herself with grief. The 
name of one of the little victims was givenas 
Gracie Gretzner on the police records, her 
age as eleven years, and the residence of her 
parents as No, 187 East Third street. Inguij 
riesat this tenement revealed the fact that 
there was no family of that name in the 
and no one knew of anysuch pame in 
The police obtained the ad- 
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dress from a druggist at No. 38 Avenue A, 
from whose store the child was sent to its 
home. He savs thatthe child’s address was 


viven him by a woman who identified the 
body of the child. 
LOOKING UPON THE DEAD BODIES. 
When the bodies had been arranged in or- 
feron the floor of the back room and their 
‘tle limbs straightened, the crowd was ad- 
itted to look upon the bodies forthe pur- 
pose of identifying them. Then the saddest 
senes of all occurred. Many women were 
‘mong the crowd, and as tuey entered the 
room their eyes gazed with an anxiety pain- 
ful to witness along the line of the dead in 
search of their little ones. One German Wo- 
man lcoked searchingly into the features of 
the dead cbildren until her eyes rested on the 
upturned face of little Minnie Uster. An 
awonized scream burst from her lips and she 
fel] upoD her knees beside the prostrate form 
of her little daughter. ‘‘Ach! mein leiber 
tochter.”” she cried, and taking the little 
form in her arms she kissed the cold lips, 
rocking herself to and fro, and wept as though 
heartbroken. Her friends gathered around 
her, and after a great deal of persuasion she 
was induced to leave the scene and return to 
her home, whither the body of her child was 
subsequently removed. Lizzie Skabetzkie 
was also identified by her mother. Mipnie 
lruhe was alive when removed from the 
school. but died when taken into the church. 
Her breast bone was crushed in by being 
trampled upon. The body of Marianne Happe 
was identified by her father, George H. ms On 
There are six other children in this family, 
two of whom were also pupils at the school, 
ut they escaped uninjured, Mary Haber- 
Lt bad falien headlong from the stairs 
she was recognized by her mother, who had 
vone to the stationhouse in search of her. 
Maggie Brecht was also identified by her 
mother. Josephine Nabr was a beautiful 
child with blonde bair. Hersister is 4 novice 
n the order of the sisters of Notre Dame, and 
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was alive when found. A man named Dem- 
lev tried to drag her out from under the chil- 
dren who were lying on her and crashing the 
life out of her, but was unable to do so. She 
was able to speak, and thrusting out her little 
closed fist, said to Demley: ‘‘Give this to my 
mother; don’t forget.””. She opened her little 
hand and disclosed a five-cent piece, which 
she handed to Demley, repeating the injune- 
tion to give the coin to her mother. She was 
dead before she could be taken out. One of the 
most heartrending sights was the identifica- 
tion of Lena Bendnagel by her father. 
He is atall German, whose appearance would 
indicate that be was not easily affected. 
When he saw the body of his little girl ‘lying 
on the floor he gave way to the most intense 
grief. Falling on his knees, he picked up 
the child in his arms, and, pressing the corpse 
to his bosom, he kissed the cold features and 
burst out into uncontrolable grief. He begged 
“tag to be permitted to carry the child 
1ome, and would not surrender the body to 
the police, who desired to send it to his home 
inan ambulance. The room was filied with 
strong men—policemen a d other officers fa- 
mi‘iar with scenes of suffering and woe—but 
all wept at the sight of this father’s grief. 
SISTER AUGUSTINE. 

Sister Afigustine said that she had investi- 
gated the cause of the accident and could not 
tindany blame for any of the sisters. She 
was positive that when the neighbors heard 
of the fire many of them, provupted by the 
best of motives, 1ushed into the school, and 
‘many of them went in by the western en- 
trance. The children descending the west 
staircase met these persons and there was 
an obstruction to the free exit of the chil- 
dren, and, necessarily, a halt on the fatal 
staircase. Then the panic began through 
the children who were checked in their 
exit being urged onward by the children 


behind them, whose number was greater 
than usual at that side of the _ build- 
ing because the three classes’ that 


should have used the east staircase, being 
cut oft by the fire, were compelled to use the 
west staircase. A jam at the bottom of the 
west staircase was the result, and the sheathed 
baluster gave way. When it began to break 
two sisters were on the north side of it in the 
hall. One of them tried to support it, but it 
toppled over on her and her companion, and 
to use their expression, “the children poured 
on them and buriedthem.’’ The sisters tried to 
do their whole duty. The firemen put three 
of them out of windows on the first floor, but 
one of them returned and helped to get chil- 
dren out of the mass, The two sisters who 
were ip the mass were extricated, and were 
bruised and suffering from the shock. 


WARDEN BRUSH’S STATEMENT. 


The Discontent at Sing-Sing—Uow a Prison Revolt tis 
Conducted. 


Sine Sino, February 22.—The state of af- 
fairs this morning is more favorable, and the 
insubordinate prisoners are quieting down. 
Warden Brush says in regard tothe difficulty: 
“There has been an unsettled state of feeling 
among the prisoners here ever since .the in- 
vestigation into prison discipline by the leg- 
islative committee began. Prisoners have 
been Snisleading themselves bv believing that 
if thev could only make noise enough in the 
prison to be heard outside some sort of won- 
derful advantages would come tothem. Well, 
the 80 men who have been locked up in their 
cells are from the lasting room of the shoe 
shop.. They have been running behind in 
their tasks for some time back. ‘They are re- 
quired to do 180 pairs of shoes per day and 


they have recently fallea as 
low as 130 We knew there 
was trouble coming. Mr. Dixon had four 


men here and they said they were prepared 
to zoto work. They demanded 160 pairs as 
their task, and three of them were finally 
locked up. Ina short time the whole shop 
struck and refused to do anything more un- 
less Mack, Watson and Lynch were released. 
There were two keepers in the room at the 
time and four more were immediately put in, 
The men did not stop work all at once, but 
dropped off afewatatime. Thirty five were 
compelled to stop because the stopping «of the 
others left them no work te do. When or- 
dered to fai! in, they did #0 without any 
trouble, and when convicts are once in line 
they cannot offer any effectual resistance. Our 
discipline is so strict that the men did this 
from sheer force of habit. In the whole 80 
there are only 10 or 12 real malcontents. 
Those who are nearly through their terms of 
service, of course, try to res:riin the others 
because they know the consequences of revoit 
on their chances of liberty; but when a num- 
ber of the men, who do.part of the work, stop, 
the shoe- are not ready for the others to work 
upon. Wesbould have bad a new outbreak 
iu the moulders’ department to-day if it had 
not been for a misunderstanding of some 
words of mine. A great congregating place 
forthe convicts is in the doctor’s call-room. 
Every man is privileged to submit himself to 
the physician once a day, and, of course, the 
lazy fellows are always on hand in hopes of 
deceiving the doctor into the belief that they 
are not fitto work. Here the insolent mem- 


bers of our family give vent to their 
feelings and sometimes tell the doctor 


that he does not know enough to saw the leg 
off a wooden horse. I was out there and in 
conversation with the doctor about one of 
our unruly men said thatI should reconm- 
mend to the governor not to give this man 
the benefit of his commutation. His papers 
had already been signed, these documents 
usually being ready amonthin advance. He 
was sentenced for seven years, which the 
commutation reduces to four years and nine 
months Some of the convicts overheard 
a word or two of my conversation with the 
doctor and misunderstood me. Thev thought 
I said that the governor vad already deduct- 
ed the shertage from every man who had 
struck. This report spread like wildfire 
throughout the foundries and put an end at 
once to all thought of revolt.” 

When asked if he thought there would be 
any further trouble, Warden Brush replied 
that it was impossible to tell. “This may 
turn out to be another Massachusetts affair,’’ 
said he, ‘‘or we may have no further trouble. 
We are prepared iora riot at any time; we 
are expected to be so. There are 20 Winches- 
ter repeating rifles in the armory, and anum 
ber of citizens, who work here as foremen, 


etc., are ready to handle them. There 
are 8 more of these rifles in the 
guard-houses in the prison wall, and 


there are 80 officers employed in the prison. 
There are 1,588 convicts in the prison at 
present. Of these, 1,115 are working to-day, 
and about 150 are locked up. These men are 
incited to revolt by the idea that their irregu- 
larities will render the contract system worth- 
less, and so break itup. This prison is now 
vaving the state about $20,000 per month. I 
believe it will take us at least six months to 
get back to the fine state of disciplinein which 
we were when this outbreak began. State 
Superintendent of Prisons Baker will be here 
to-night, and on his discussion of the situa- 
tion with me will depend my action. He 
may bring some orders from the governor. 
My own plan would be to keep the men 
locked up until they are willing to goto work 
again, and then give them an extra day or 
two to show them that they cannot stop 
work and begin again when they feel 
like it, Mr. Sigerson voscosnal tues A laid the 
foundation for this excitement. e had no 
right to take letters from the convicts. Bec 
tion 107 of the revised statutes expressly for- 
bids the sending, giving or receiving of let- 
ters by convicts unless they have been read 
by the prison authorities.’ Mr, Baker ar- 
rived at Sing Sing last night and held a con- 
ference with Warden Brush. The result of 
their deliberations was not divulged.

AN ODD SUICIDE. 
| A Baltimere Couple Geek the Geave as an Keacape from 


Bautimore Eebruary 22.—Policemen Riley 
and Byrnes, of the central district, discovered 
the dead bodies of Isidor Ferdinand Flautau 
and Ortillie Flautanu, his wife,lying side by side 
in bed in their room on the third floor of No. 
280 West Pratt street. From a communica- 
tion addressed to the *‘Coroner of the City of 
Baltimore,” found on the table in the depart- 
ment, it was evident that the couple bad 
committed suicide by swallowing laudanuum. 
Between the bodies of the husband and wife 
sat their pet, a large Spitz dog, who could not 
be coaxed or driven away. Every attempt to 


do either was fiercely repelled, 
Several times the officers , approached 
with the intention of grabbing the 


dog by the collar, but each time he was on 
the alert, barking furiously and jumping at 
them. As soon, however, as they would re- 
tire to adistance the dog would crouch quietly 
between the dead bodies, with his eye ever on 
the lookout for anyone who might approach. 
It finaliv became quite a problem to get the 
faithful dog out of the way without hurting 
him. A clothesline was procured, the end of 
which was made in a nodse. The door of the 
room was closed, and the policemen, one with 
tue rope and the other with espantoon in hand, 
awaited their opportunity tu lasso the dog. By 
a dexterous movement of Policeman Byrnes 
the lasso was thrown over the head of the dog 
and hé was jerked off the bed. He atonce setup 
a furious yeli and darted madly at the officers, 
and then back on the bed, only to be hoisted 
off again. Again the dog jumped back be- 
tween the bodies, and once more he was 
pulled awav. By this time he was perfectly 
wild, and Policeman Riley had to protect 
himself and brother oflicer by striking the 
dog several times with a heavy gold-headed 
cane owned by the dead man. The officers 
admired the animal and tried todo him as 
little harm as possible, hence it was that the 
cane was used instead of the stick. After 
several minutes, during which the officers 
pulled and tugged at the rope, and after the 
cane bad been broken into splinters in at- 
tempting to keep the animal off, the dog was 
forced into a back room and the door locked 
on him. He set up a dismal howling, scratch- 
ing and pawing the door. 
THE DEAD HUSBAND AND WIFE. 

The room occupied by the couple was a 
good-sized one, poorly furnishdd, They were 
lying together, dressed in their street clothes, 
with the bed covering drawn close to their 
necks. Their shoes were neatly set upon the 
floor, each pair by the ‘side of the bed occu- 
pied by their wearer. The faces of the dead 
wore a placid expression. The wife had her 
right hand crossed over ver breast, and on the 
ring finger brightly giistened a worn circlet 
of goid, bér marriage ring. The husband lay 
in an easy position, his head slightiy turned 
in the direction of his wife’s face, and his left 
hand hanging beside the bed. The piace was 
rather dark, but when the shutters were 
thrown open and the light admitted the 
ghastiiness of the scene became more marked, 
Then it was that the pallid features, rigid 
trames and glaring eyeballs seemed to mock 
the brightness of the day. At the head of 
the bed, on a chair, were two glasses and a 
small bottle. the latter half fillea with prussic 
acid. In the room where the faithful dog 
was incarcerated were found two emply bot- 
tley of the same size, both labeled ‘‘iauda- 
rum,’ while in a small ante-room were a 
large quantity of dried herbs, medicines and 
tinctures of various sorts in bottles and jars. 

A LETTER FROM THE GRAVE. 

The jury, J. B. Hopkins, foreman, held the 
inquest in the room. Coroner Connolly took 
from the table the letter addressed to him, 
opened the envelope and read the contents to 
the jury, which were as follows: ‘230 West 
Pratt street, Baltimore, Md., February 18, 
1883.—To the Coroner of the City of Balu- 
more—Dear Sir: Ilconsider it nyy duty to no- 
tify you that I and my wife are compelled to 
commit suicide by taking laudanum, I ar- 
rived here from Richmond two months ago, 
could not find any employment, and my 
means are all exhausted. Mr. Gohlinghorst, 
my landlord, and his wife, whom I owe one 
month’s rent, $8.00, treated me last Saturday 
night ‘in such a shameful manner as could be 
expected only from the very lowest class of 
Dutchmen, te whom they belong, who have 
been shipped as paupers to this country. I 
begged both to give me amother week’s time, 
and offered security, but they acted as brutes 
and would not listen to my most earnest re- 
quests. I hope the few effects I leave will 
pay our funeral expenses, end we wish to be 
buried together. On the table in my bed- 
room I leave a watch, four pawn tickets, &c. 

THE FINDING OF THE JURY 

The writing was in a neat and tegible hand, 
evidently done by the husband, who also 
signed the name of his wife. The watch, a 
few cents, some bovks, bearing on the inside 
inscriptions in German, dated in London and 
other cities, were on the table. The jury re- 
turned a verdict in accordance with the above 
facts.

I find at this new camp one 
hundred and forty convicts employed in grading said 
railroad. The remainin. fifty couvicts are yet at 
camp No. 12, three miles beyond Jasper, em; loyed 
at laying the track aud finishing the road for the 
cars Their newcamp has been built with care, 
aud is very neat and well adapted for the use for 
which it was built. 

Camp No. 12 1 consider comfortable, 
ted, but not so good asfNo. 13. 

The couvicts are looking well, and since the re- 
port of rolonel John R. lowers, their clothing has 
been furnished them strictly accordiug to your or- 
der 2ud tae saw. 

They now have a bountiful supply, and their beds 
and blankets are plentiful.

the management of the convicts, and 1 hear of no 
complaint from them.

Which Some D alers in Cheap Furnitare Have—The 
Instaliment Pian. 

Yesterday a retail grocer in atlanta delivered 
himself of a criticism on the election Jaws of the 
state and then remarked: 

“IT am going outof business. The dead beats have 
all my stuff and I have nothing. Now I 
shall see if I can't get even with them. I’m going 
into the furniture business. I am alreadyinitin a 
small way. lLhavealistofa thousand dead beats 
and ifany of them wautfuruniture on the install- 
ment plan they can getit,’’ 

‘How will tnat get you even with them?”’ 

“You see that bureau? What do you think I sell 
thatat?’’ 

It was a very cheap affair, made of white pine or 
poplar, aud looked like it might have been turned 
out bya boy with a jack knife. 

“*T should think,’’ reptied the reporter, ‘that you 
would bleed a man to the extentof about six dollars 
ou that.”’ 

‘On the coutrary, Isell that bureau 
dollars—two or three doilars cash and the balauce 
iu instal!ments of fif'y cents aweek. I would sell 
it for eight dollars cash. Well, yes, 1 would sell it 
for less than eight dollars cash.’’ 

“And you find felks who will pay you fifteen 
dollars for that bureau?”’ 

‘Plenty ofthem. They are negroes and 
white peopie. Of course a man who has 
would net pay such pricesevenif he wanted such 
furniture, ere, for instance,’ is a bed 
stead that I sell for two dollars cash or four dollars 
ou time. A suit of good walnut furniture such as 
would sell for fifty-hyve dollars cash would sell on 
the installment price as I run it for about a hun- 
dred and twenty-five dollars. On cheap furniture 
the installment plan isabout twice as much as the 
cash price is, and on the better grades of furniture 
the installment price is higher proportionately.’’ 

“Do you ever lose anything?’ 

“Not on furniture. I have a cast iron printed 
contract, which the buyer. signs, agreeing 
that the furniture is only renied aud not sold, ans 
forfeiting both the furniture and the amouut paid 
on it when a week's ret goes by default.”’

A BLOODY DEBD OF FOUR YEARS 
AGO UNBARTHED, 


The Athens Police Arrest a Man Named Ab MoCiennan 
Whom They Charged with Murder—The Case 
Will be Inveetigeted and Perhaps the 
Guiliy ones May be Found Out. 


Karly one Friday morning in the month of Jnly, 
1878, old man DeFoor and his wife were found dead 
in their beds at their home, near the Chattahoochee 
river, about five miles from Atlanta. The old gen- 
tleman and his wife had lived for years in the cot- 
tage in which they were found dead. Their lives 
had been peaceful, happy, and prosperous, and of 
all who knew them there was none who bore them 
an ill feeling. Their lives were well nigh spent 
when the fievdish murderer with savage cruelty 
dealt the blows which forever stilled their breath 
and plunged a large circle of friends and rclatives 
into the deepest grief. 

From young manhood to a good ripe age, old man 
DeFoor had lived on the banks ofthe Chattahoo- 
chee aud had established a ferry, which to-day bears 


his name and from which he earned a goo! living 
and laid away coins which made the estate a wealthy 
one at his death From his marriage a large 
family sprang and by the marriage of his sons and 
daughters to their associates throughout the neigh- 
borhood, the family became one of the largest in the 
county. 

The last eveningof their lives the couple were 
seen attheir home and when dark came they dis- 
appeared in their house. ‘The pext morning a 
grandson noticed that neither ef the old folks was 
about the yard, and for the purpose of ascertaining 
what was the matter he entered theirhome. As he 
passed into the front door, he discovered nothing 
unusual, but whe: be entered his grandparents’ 
room a most appalling spectacle preseiited  it- 
self. There, side by side, upon th ir bed was bis 
grandfather and grandmother. cold in death. The 
white bed clothes were crimson with blood, anda 
wide, ugiy gush in each neck told how they had 
met theirdeath. For a fev seconds the young 
min wes helpless, so terrible was the - pectacle upon 
which his e: es were riveted, but finally he recover- 
ec himself and rushed forth totell his parents ol 
the death of their parents. Quick and wide int 1- 
ligence of -he foul deed flew, and in less than 
an hour after the divseovery a hundred people or 
more had congregated at the place. The news 
reached Atlanta and by noon the sheriff, chief of 
police and a half dozen detecti.es were upon the 
place trying to unravel the mystery. 

Tue gashes iu the old folks’ throats had been 
made with an ax, the ax covered with blo d was 
found just outside the door, but beyond this no 
trace was picked up. It was generally Fnown that 
the old gentieman usually kept about the house a 
considerable sum of money and as but 
litde mouey was found in the house after the mur- 
derwas ascertained, the deed was ascribed to 
some one who wrs actuated by the desire to obtain 
the money. The extensive relationship and the 
quiet temper of the couple precluded the idea of 
the deed havirg been done by any onein the 
neighborhood. During the inquest it was ascer- 
tained that a couple of suspicious darkies had been 
seen in that locality the evening previous, and at 
once it was suggested that they had 
killed the old gentleman and his wife, and then 
robbedjihe house. A trace of the darkeys wassoon 
found, and by the aid : f blood hounds one of them 
was captured a few days afterthe murder. He 
gave his name as Asa Gunn, and was lodged in the 
Fultou county jail, where he remained for more 
thana year. During his imprisonment he made 
many confessions and as often recanted the same. 
Finally his trial came on and be was acquitted, and 
then the DeFoor murder was again shrouded in 
mystery, aud in the course of time was almost for- 
gorten. 


After Gunn's acquittal a few plucky 
detectives hung to the work, but were 
never able to convince any one. that 
they had the right man spotted. Eventually 


these men quit the work and until this week the 
DeFoor murder was a thing of the past. 

On Tuesday last the Athens Georgia police arres- 
teda darkey who is known as Ab Mevclennan, 
against whom they claim there isevidence enouga 
to convict him of murdering old man DeFoor and 
wife McChiunan, is a bardened criminal and 
answers well a descripion of one of the men 
for whom the police were looking 
when Gunn was captured. In speaking of 
MeClennan’s capture, yesterday an Atlanta detec- 
tive, who at one time worked hard on the case, 
said: ‘I believe the Athens police have the right 
man. One of the persons engaged in that murder 
was traced to Clarke county, . ut there he was lost. 
He was anegro, and answers the description of Mc- 
Clennan.”’ 

Chief Connolly will at once give the matter an 
investigation, and if McClennan is the right man, 
he will soon be in the Fulton county jail. 

A dispatch to THE CONsTITUTION from Athens, at 
a late hour last night, says McClennan is still in 
jail at Atheus, and denies connection with the 
Defoor murder, although the police are confident 
he is guilty

GOVERNOR. 


A CALL FOR SPECIMENS OF GEORGIA PRO- 
DUCTS, AGRICULTURAL, HORTICULTU- 
RAL, FORESTRY, MINERALS, AND 
MANUFACTURES. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
STATE OF GEORGIA, 
ATLANTA, GA., January 4 1883 


\ HEREAS, HERETOFORE TU-WIT, IN THE 
month of November last, the following com 
munication was received by me, as Governor of the 
State, from the Secretary of the New England Man- 
ufacturers and ,Mechanics’ Institute, of Boston, 
Mass., to-wit: 
“New England Manufacturers and Mechanics’ In 
stitute, Treasurer’s Office 38 Hawley st., 
‘Boston, Mass,, October 30, 1882. 
“To His Excellency, the Governor of Georgia: 

‘Dear Sir—In behalf of the New England Manv- 
facturers and Mechanics’ Institute, and by the 
authority of its official board, I hereby extend to 
the state of Georgia a cordial invitation to makean 
exhibit of its agricultural products and resenr 
at the third annual fairof the Institute, whir? will 
be opened the first week of September, * £3, aud 
continue until a dayin Novembartu bec termined 
hereafter 

‘“‘An invitation of like tencr has been tent to the 
Governor of every one of the Southern d...cs ‘Lhe 
purpose of the proposed exh bition is to afford a: 
opportu pity to all those States and Territories which 
wish for seitlers from the North to present, in prac- 
tical shape, examples of the products of the soil 
illustrative of its adaptability to the various 
branches, of planting, farming and horticulture. 
Tbe new railway system of the great West will be 
invited to make a similar exhibiuon at the Ivsii 
tute, that the North may thus become for the time 
being the arena in which the South and West may 
compete with each other for that surplus popula. 
tion which yearly leaves New England in search o: 
homes elsewhere. 

“The invitation is forwarded at this early day 
that your Excellency may have ample time to con- 
sider the subject and to make such suggestions 
thereon to the Legislature of your State as you may 
deem appropriate. With high consideration, 1 am 
sir, yours most respectfully, 

“FREDERICK D. GRIFFIN, Secretary.”’ 

And whereas, the above commuyication was sub- 
mitted by me to the General Assembly of the State 
at the last session for their consideration and such 
action as they might deem properin the premises, 
whereupon the General Assembly passed the fol- 
lowing Kesolution, to wit: 

‘*Resolved, by the General Assembly of Georgia, 
That His Excellency, the Governor, be and he is 
hereby authorized toinvite and receive specimens 
of the agricultural, horticultural, mineral and 
manufactured products, and of the forestry of this 
State, that may be furnished him by the citizens of 
this State, for the purpose of furwarding the same 
to the Exposition to be held in Boston, Massachu- 
setts, in September, 1883. 

‘Approved December 9th, 1882.’’ 

Now, therefore, in the discharge of the duty as- 
signed to me by the resolutign of the Legislature, + 
hereby in this Proclamation give gencral notice to 
the citizens of Georgia that I fave put this business 
in the hands of Hor, 3 T. Henderson, Commis- 
sioner of Agricultyire of this State, with directions 
that he take cbfirge of all the correspondence on 
this subject. and that all citizens of the Stace be and 
they arg/hereby requested to send to him such spec- 
Imes’ of the agricultura)/, horticultural, mineral 


AG manufactured products, and of the forestry of 


this State, as they may be able and fee] disposed to 
contribute to the exposition aforesaid. 

l moreover hereby give a cordial invitation to all 
citizens to make such contributi ns as they may be 
able to make; that (‘eorgia. in her vast and varied 
resources, may be well represented among her sis- 
ter tates in this Exposition. 

The collection thus made by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture to be held by him subject to the dispo- 
sition of the Legislature at its adjourned session in 
July next.
